Coaching Hints

MEET THE BALL 


Meet the ball --- that’s a goiden rule in today’s soccer, which 
places more and more emphasis upon speed. 


Juniors must be 
taught not to allow the 
bail to bounce. The 
must move to the ball 
and meet it. 

In addition to saving 
time, meeting the bal 

revents injury, 

cause it means you 
are also breaking away 
from your opponent. 

To enable you to 
control and relay the 
ball properly after 
meeting it, it i 
necessary to 
practicing. 

Mihalj Keri, who is a 
star with Red Star in 
Yugoslavia and who is 
only 19 years old, has 
this to say: 

“T still have to work 10 
hours every day to 
improve all aspects of 
my game. I would be 
reading, running, 
shooting, improving my 
technique while my 
friends were having a 
good time.” 

To specialise in a 
.certain type of kicking, 
a suspended ball is 
‘ nvaluable. 


It enables you to hit 
ithe ball the same way 
;again and again --- 
“something which is not 
,possible while prac- 
itising with other 
, players. 

! Then there is prac- 
itising in pairs. Here you 
can keep switching from 
half volleys to full 
volleys to full instep to 
outside instep and so on, 


according to the way 
you receive the ball. 

My advice is that 
when ‘practising, you 
should get as close as 
possible to a game 
situation, with the ball 
and the player moving 
all_the time. 

For example, you 
could have a goalkeeper 
guarding his goal from 
two players in front of

the goal and two players 
behind it. 

The players approach 
the goal interpassing 
and one of them shoots. 
The keeper then turns 
and gives the ball to the 
two behind the goal and 
they do likewise. 

Last week we talked 
-about the side-foot pass 
and its accuracy. 

However, we did say 
this type of pass was 


‘easy for the opponent to 
predict. 

Brazilian _ players 
hardly. ever ae this 
type of pass. They use 
the full instep, outside 
instep or inside instep --- 
all based on ankle 
movement. 4 

This type of kicking 
trom the ankle is simply 
a continuation of the 
movement of driving 
the ball, and it is tac- 
tically valuable. 

It contains an element 
of surprise because of 
its suddenness. 

The best exponent of 
all types of volley kicks 
is Ponmy (Stankovic of 
JUST. : 

I strongly advise you 
to watch him in action. 

One thing is very 
important. Juniors up to 
12 years of age should 
not be taught the full 
instep kick with a full- 
size ball —- only with 
smaller balls. ; 

Players gain 
flexibility by passing 
and shooting in different 
ways and with varying 
intensity. ae 

Teaching of juniors 
consists of teachin 
skills and of general 
physical education.
